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CONRAD TAKES FOURTH 
PLACE ON 250 BIKE 


Ron Netson, the fourth best des- 
ert rider in the United States two 
weeks ago, was the best desert rider 
in California Sunday. 

And Gary Conrad, the best desert 
rider in the United States two weeks 
ago, was only the fourth best desert 
rider in California Sunday. 

Impossible? 

That’s not what the records say. 

Nelson won the state champion- 
ship hare and hound Sunday over 
a fast, well-marked 90-mile course 
laid out by the Shamrocks Motor- 
cycle Club. Nelson, riding a 500cc 
Triumph, led the race off the line, 
was ahead by 30 seconds at the smoke 
bomb, three minutes at the 50-mile 
gas check and five minutes at the 
finish. 

Mike Patrick on a Norton was sec- 
ond overall and first open expert. 
Phil Bowers on a 500cc CZ finished 
third after a torrid, race-long duel 
with Conrad, fourth overall and first 
lightweight in on his 250cc Greeves. 

Conrad, who Sept. 12 won the na- 
tional championship hare scrambles 
title, led Bowers at the gas check 
and was narrowly nipped by him 
at the finish. 

Nelson finished fourth in the na- 
tional event after losing his seat 
early in the race, returning to the 
pits, dropping more than 40 positions 
and charging back out to pass all 
but three riders. 

First novice to finish the state title 
run Sunday was Eric Moberg, 11th 
overall, who beat scores of experts 
and every amateur. First amateur 
was Dick Romas, 13th overall, among 
85 finishers. 

First lightweight amateur was Ron 
Fry, who finished right behind Ro- 
mas. 

The 236 riders got off the line 
quickly under warm, hazy skies, and 
took an immediate liking to the 
course, with its smooth, rolling hills, 
clumpy bushes and almost complete 
absence of rocks or treacherous gul- 
leys. 

For those overheated by their ef- 
forts — and that included almost 
everyone — Shamrock club plumber 
Ed Mussellman siphoned water from 
a nearby aqueduct and rigged up a 
shower head. 

The race to the cold, comforting 
shower was almost as fast as — and 
considerably closer than — the race 
to the finish line.

when it suddenly hung a hard left, 
kicked up a roostertail of sand and 
disappeared in a thicket. “Aw,” said 
Moose. “Shucks!” 

But already someone had spotted 
another rabbit and the chase was re- 
sumed. As soon as this bunny 
escaped, another was spotted and an- 
other and the cycles ranged in hot 
pursuit of leaping lapins far across 
the desert, laughing like looneys. 

“It’s the most fun I’ve ever had 
on a motorcycle all in one night,” 
Gordon asserts. “The only sad bit 
was crashing over a couple of kan- 
groo rats. They’re hard to avoid hit- 
ting out there where they feel safe 
from traffic.” 

The things to watch out for if you 
decide to go on a nighttime desert 
bunny chase is barbed wire. Ken 
Rowe, another local rider who has 
tried the new sport, says it is most 
fun with four riders and a full moon 
to light the way. “You have the thrill 
of the chase and competition with 
each other to spot the next rabbit 
and lead the way.” 

Lightweights are probably the best 
bikes for bunny chasing. Thirty mph 
top speed is enough to overtake the 
most agile pack, and little bikes can 
bound over hummocks with funlov- 
ing ease. Rowe prefers a Greeves 
with lighting equipment. Other rid- 
ers swear by Gileras, Yamaha 80s, 
and South even likes using his 650 
Triumph for the sport. 

There is seldom a lack of game to 
pursue. The nighttime desert and 
many nearby meadows have jackrab- 
bits in abundance. And since all the 
animal loses is a little weight, there 
are still plenty there for everyone. 
We haven’t yet given the game a try, 
but we soon shall, and believe it 
we are going to wear plenty of pro- 
tective clothing just in case Brer

TRIALS RETURNS 





TRIALS AND TRAILS are easy to 
confuse. And no wonder—the skills 
developed in either branch of the 
motorcycle sport are transposable. A 
good trials rider should be a good 
trail rider and vice versa. 

The course laid out last Sunday 
by the Southern California Trials 
Assn., a non-profit group with offices 
at 4707 W. 164th Street, Lawndale, 
combined just about every low-speed 
obstacle one would encounter on a 
hardy trail—all within a couple of 





acres of California real estate be- 
hind Ascot Park. 

Besides just plain challenge, the 
point of trials riding is to “clean” a 
tough obstacle by balancing through 
without touching a foot to the ground 
or—horror of horrors and five points 
lost—stalling the engine. 

Any lightweight two wheeler can 
compete successfully if it has torque 
and traction. Most of the cycles also 
serve as daily transportation, since 
there is little wear and tear on the 
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Hockie’s Motorcycles

Chuck “Feets” Minert, one of the 
greatest scrambles riders in Southern 
California motorcycle history, rode 
out of the past and into the victory 
circle at Bay Mare, near Ventura,

Minert won two of three 500cc ex- 
pert moto crosses, finished second to 
Jim Bassey in the third, then won 
the big big sweepstakes despite start- 
ing behind the field. 

The sponsoring Scramblers Motor- 
cycle Club ran a staggered start in 
the sweepstakes, placing Minert be- 
hind every rider except open expert 
winner Bill Riley. Feets passed every- 
one to win easily over open amateur 
winner Ron Kruseman and 500cc 
amateur winner Phil Brown. 

Riley finished back in the pack 
after winning three rough open ex- 
pert motos over Jack Konle and Jim 
Stevens. Konle and Stevens each led 
the first two laps of one race before 
succumbing to Riley’s late charge. 

The twin victories by Minert were 
part of a near-complete BSA sweep 
of the heavyweight events. Only 
Riley, on a Triumph, broke the BSA 
win streak. 

By contrast, the lightweight races 
produced a wide variety of winning 
bike makes—Honda, Suzuki, Montesa 
and Bultaco. 

Big winners were Jim Berry, who 
rode his Bultaco to an easy 250cc 
expert win, and Honda-mounted 
Gene Cannady, who swept to victory 
in the 250cc novice main, then whip- 
ped the top amateurs and experts 
in the lightweight sweepstakes. 

More than 270 entries rode the one- 
mile Bay Mare course, and even with 
this large turnout, the races were 
over by 5:30 p.m.—a tribute to the 
efficiency and proficiency of the 
Scramblers members and officials.

Three-time Eight Mile National 
Champion Sammy Tanner breezed to 
his 10th main event win of the sea- 
son at Ascot Park Friday night in a 
15-lap race highlighted by the jockey-

ing for positions behind him. 

Tanner, riding a BSA, scored a 
clean sweep with his 17th heat vic- 
tory, his seventh trophy dash win 
and his second straight main event. 

Cal Rayborn of San Diego finished 
second, just ahead of Fred Nix, the 
first-year expert from Texas. Ray- 
born led the first two laps before 
Tanner roared around him in the 
north turn of lap three. 

Rayborn, Nix and newly crowned 
20-mile National champ Mert Law- 
will dueled for second the last five 
laps before Lawwill spilled in the 
south turn on the last circuit. The 
tightly bunched riders swung to 
both sides, all missing Mert, who fell 
in the exact spot he went down in 
during his eight-mile national heat 
earlier this month. 

The San Francisco hotshoe started 
in the back row Friday night after 
finishing fourth in his heat, but he 
quickly closed on the frontrunners, 
and moved by Nix to take third on 
lap 11. He passed Rayborn on lap 


12, and was cutting Tanner’s huge 
lead slightly until he went down on 
the final lap. 

Tanner’s win, his 34th at Ascot this 
year, gives him 1,855 points, more 
than 500 ahead of runnerup Dan Ha- 
aby’s 1,328. Haaby finished second to 
Tanner in the dash and was sixth in 
the main after running with the lead- 


‘ers in the early going. 


Neil Keen passed Haaby for fourth 
on lap five and Guy Louis shot by 
Haaby a few laps later. Keen’s ef- 
fort moved him to fifth in the expert 
point standings with 826 points, 16 
more than Dick Hammer. 

Tanner, Haaby and Rayborn won 
the expert heats, with Tanner’s 
2:00.73 the fastest time. 

Paul Conserriere, riding a Harley-

Davidson for the first time at Ascot 
after a full season on Triumph, won 
the fastest amateur heat in 2:01.76, 
and also won the amateur main event 
in 4:03.49. Phil Cancilla of San Jose 
led the first two laps of the main be- 
fore Conserriere took charge and won 
going away over Chuck Jones, Can- 
cilla, Gene Romero, Chuck Rose and 
Sonny Nutter. 

Novice point leader Johnny Isaacs 
pushed his Yamaha to victory for the 
seventh straight time in the main 
event, winning by a length over Bert 
Ershig, who gave him his best race 
in two months. Isaacs now hs 1,404 
points, more than 300 ahead of the 
late Clemmie Jackson. 

Alex Yerkes was third in the ‘B’ 
main. 

Isaacs’ heat win was the fastest of 
the night in his class (2:07.53) and 
was also his 14th of the year. Isaacs, 
who also won the dash, has now won
